|hese markets from him. \Vo can only 
succeed in this charp competition by tho 
producing of theso materials at a lower 
cost, which means wages, for tho labor 
cost of all materials must bo lessened 
if wo aro to compete with tho cheapest 
of the countries r.f the world in open 
market. The whole question resolves 
itself at once into a singla preposition 
—that the country which pays the least 
for Its ra-r material is tha strongest 
competitor ia tho open markets cf tho 
world. If tho United States desires to 
bo that country, there is only one way 
to accomplish it—namely, to reduce tho 
wage until this material can bo prepar- 
ed at a less price than at which it is 
now prepared In Europe. South Ameri- 
ca or Asia.

fislicrs U-,;in at the beginning. With 
bent psns cr dip ixti they look for nrin- 
covrs cr tardtllcs. The quarry ferured, 
it promptly becomes bait, and the con- 
courso is treats! to f melt fishing. Then 
com(-s tho smelt's turn in tho succes- 
sion. Ho is impaled, and tho fisherman, 
with a heavier rod and a larger hook, 
poes to tho other side cf tho wharf for 
a halibut or a soa loss. 


When tho bait, «!cad cr alive, is ready, 


tho stoutest armed nnn on tbo wharf 
picks cp the line. Ho swings tho two 
or three pounds of bait around his head 
liko an Indian does tho bolas and hurls 
it seaward.

On tho tocthpick is stuci a bit cf white 
rag, and as half a ilozcn cr a dozen lines 
are nse<l at OIKV there is a string cf 
these little signal flags all along the 
dock.

Everybody around runs for tho line. 
Th-y know they can't hold tho fish, but 
tbe n-sistan^e makes it harder for him 
and belts tb< m to tiro him out—tho ul- 
timate object.

Don't talk to a man from southern 


California about black bass fishing, or 
be will ruako your best bcss story a fco- 
bio, pitiful thing. Ho will tell yon cf 
black ba?3 that could swallow tho big- 
post day's catch you-ever made and 
tako in your creel for dessert without 
M much as pulping. Voice a doubt, and 
the man fron Kan l)i«-po will pull from 
his fching traps some-thing that looks 
like n cne fluked ship's anchor. That is 
what he fishes with for the strange, 
mcostrcus black Isvy in tho lays and 
about the Islands of ths southern Cali- 
fornia coast. They don't call them black 
boF3 down thero, though the fish com- 
missioners say they are, and the natu- 
ralists have identified them by fins and 
bones md fona with tie pamy two and 
three pounders that make men fickle 
even to trout. 


The men who catch thcso fish that 


sometimes weigh 1,000 pounds call them 
jewfish—a corruption of junefish. 
Tho 


last is a translation of one of their Mci- 
ican names. Probably they were called 
June fish from tho fact that they aro 
pleniiful aloes tho shores in tho lato 
spring and early Fummrr. No matter 
how he got his name, the jcwfish is a 
wonder. Ho Icwksliko a bcss fisherman's 
nightmare wht a they get hira out cf 
the water. Every fin aad mark U there, 
magnified cct' cf all proportion. HI* 
scales are a* big ia half dollars, his 
mouth U a piping chasm, and the spikes 
of his dorsal fin are bigger thantenpen- 
cy nails. 


The process of catching a jcwSih is a 


progressive and interesting oac. The 
fishers brgin at the beginning. "With 
bent pins cr dip nets they look for min- 
nows cr sardelles. Tho quarry secured, 
it promptly bcccnrs bait, end the ccn- 
ccursa b treated to enselt fishing. Then 
conies tho smelt's torn in the succes- 
sion. He is impaled, and the fisherman, 
with a heavier rod and a larger hook, 
poes to tho other side of the wharf for 
a halibut or a sea baa. 


\Yhenthc bait, dead or alive. Is ready, 


tho stoutest armed man on tho wharf 
picks cp tho line. Ho swings the two 
or three pounds of bait around his head 
like an Indian docs tho bolas and hurls 
it seaward. Tho great line, =3 thick as 
a load pencil, coils cut after the hook, 
and that la nearly all until tho fish 
cornea alcng; 


Incidentally toothpicks play quite a 


part in • tho 
filing- 
Each fisherman 


takes a handful with him when, ho lea vea 
the breakfast table. They stick one in 
a crack at tho top of a pilo aad loosely 
loop the lino around It.
